Un- 
der his skillful management the finances 
af ere in ‘an Excellent condition, 
far superior to either Italy or Austria. 

Italy had in 1864 a population of 21.

The reigning Sov- 
ereign is Victor Emanuel II, who euc- 
eeeded to the throne in 1849, at the age 
of 19.

Her public debt amounts to 
upward of a billion and a quarter, and 
for seventy-five years there has not been 
a period when the receipts equaled the 
expenses of the empire. The present 
occupant of the throne is Francis Joseph 
I, who sncceeded his father in 1848, 
when 18 years of age. In the Italian 
campaign be took the field as Command- 
er-in-chief of the Austrian forces.

tria and Prussia, have a population of 
19, 000.000, and a Federal army of 300. 
000 men. This force it is believed will 
fn the main assist Austria and a formal 
declaration of war against Prussia is 
expected from the Federal Diet, which 
is the governing power of the States. 
Looking at these facts and figures we 
cannot but feel concerned for poor Aus- 
tria. Even giving her the assistance of 
the German States and her army is nu- 
merically less than that of her enemies, 
while its discipline is certainly no bet- 
ter. Her navy is of an inferior class. | 
her finances are in a wretched condi- 
tion, and aside from these, the object of 
ber adversaries is plunder, which touch- 
ive chord in the breasts ‘of 
Napoleon and the Czar of Russia, who 
are eagerly. watehing for the crumbs that 
may fall to their lot.

A Leipsig dis- 
patch of the 25th saya, that the Prussian 
army corps had arrived, and was destined 
to vuperate against Bavaria. A Berlin 
dispatch of the 26th states, that it is posi- 
tively announced that the Hanoverian 
army is completely surrounded, and the 
demand of the King, fur 24 hours for de- 
liberatiun on terms of capitulation, had 
been granted. 

A 8 dispatch of the 26th says, 
papers there assert that the want of suc- 
cess in the firet battle is but the te 
motive fur redoubled energy and pers 
verence. The country had full aa 4 
dence in the army, and the war aguitst 
Austria will be continued until the com- 
plete liberation of Venetia. — 

An official dispatch, dated Breccia the 
25th, says, to-day an engagement took 
place between the Italian volunteers and 
the Austrians, between the bridge of 
Coffaro and Sandstone, in which the 
Austrians were repulsed, leaving several 
killed and wounded.
